committee. Eight of the 15 com- 
mittee members are sponsors ot 
the bill. 


But there arc signs that inter- 


est in waning. The governor has 
been cool toward the proposal,

ministers old age pensions, relief 
and aid to dependent children and 
the blind. 


Some legislators would like to 


tie more political

The IPAC ran the gauntlet ot 


the hostile group of lawmakers in

Government Files 
Appeal of Ruling 


in Ward Seizure 


Chicago, April 2—The govern- 


ment's appeal from Federal Dis- 
trict Judge Phil'i L. Sullivan's 
decision of Jan. 27 that President 
Roosevelt's order to seize Mont- 
omery Ward & Co. properties 
was illegal, was filed Saturday in 
the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 
The department of 


justice had hoped to take the 
appeal directly to 
the 
United 


States Supreme court, by-passing 
the Court of Appeals, taut the Su- 
preme cour* refused 
to

jurisdiction until the case had 
jone through regular channels.

Blonde Iris Carpenter, woman 
war correspondent for the Boston 
Globe, asked why the Yanks were 
ferrying- so many canine passen- 
gers, and a soldier gave her this 
reply: 


"Well, we can't fraternize with 
the German people. But they can't 
fine you $65 for fraternizing with 
dogs".

He is Staff £<;rgt. George J. 


Hall, 24, an infantryman, who got 
"pretty mad" at the Germans on 
the Anzio beach \r Italy, wiped 
out two enemy machine gun nests 
and was willing to go after a 
thud despite the lobs of .iis ^g. 


Hall, the war department said 


was discharged from the army 
Jan. 
16 and now ives with his 


wife, Mrs. Elizabeth A. Hall, in 
Biooklyn, iV. Y. 


Hall was with the 34th infantry 


when it pushed off from the An- 
zio bridgehead last May 23 in a 
drive to 
Rome. 
His company 


was soon pinned down by three 
enemy machine guns. 


"Somebody had to knock out 


those machine guns," Hall related 
later. 
"The platoon war back of 


me, and I guess 1 figured it was 
up to me to do it." 
"" 


Crawls Up Under Fire 


He crawled up 60 yards under 


fire, then heaved four grenades 
into the first machine run posi- 
tion, destroying i,. and killing two 
Nazis. 
• 


"I had used up all of my hand 


grenades," Hall recalled. 
"I was 


in a tough spot for a while until 
I saw some German potato mash- 
er grenades in the position I had 
captured." 


Hall began tossing Ihe grenades 


at the Germans and they took 
up the challenge. Every time he 
pitched one at them they'd toss 
or * or two right back and give 
him a burst from their machine 
gun. 
But he didn't get hit. 


Before lo/-g, U e '.-ermans were 


yelling "Kamerad." 
Crawling up 


to the nest, he found five dead 
Germans and five more x-ath their 
hands in the air. 
Hall sent the 


prisoners back .o his company 
and started for the third machine 
gun 50 yards away. 


A shell explode-' near him. shat- 


tering: his leg and injuring his 
left foot. 


Cuts Off Own Leg 


"I wasn't knocked tmconscious," 


he said. "But every time I tried 
to drag my leg the pain was so 
great I had to give up. I lay 
there awhile and gathered my 
wits. I knew I would have to do 
something. I studied awhile and 
then pulled out my sheath knife 
and cut through the two tendons 
that were holding my leg on." 


He was able to crawl then -and 


finally made it back to a com- 
pany aid man in a shell hole. In 
the meantime, wit' the destruc- 
tion of the 
two machine 
g~un 


nests. Hall's platoon was advanc- 
ing. 


"I wanted to go on." Hall said. 


"I told the aid man to fix me 
up so that I could continue the 
fight, but he said it was impossi- 
ble." 


But even as he 
was 
carried 


away, fellow soldiers 
reported. 


Hall way complaining- because he 
could not so on and get the third 
machine
